A resolution was passed in favor of 
observing a speoial parish “ Arbor Day ’’ 
in the near future, and a committee named 
to superintend the work of planting trees, 
shrubs and flowers, clean and level the 
ground and otherwise improve the appear¬ 
ance of the cemetery. 

A resolution was carried unanimously 
warmly thanking Mrs. Sherman Broad- 
well, of Asbury Park, New Jersey, for her 
kind gift to St. John’s ohuroh, of a hand¬ 
some polished brass Altar Desk, made by 
Geissler, New York, in memory of the late 
Rt.

viously taken their places in the front 
benches of the churoh. Kev, F. T. Dibb 
acted as Bishop's Chaplain, and carried 
His Grace’s pastoral staff. At the conclu¬ 
sion of the Processional hymn tho rector 
presented the candidates in the usual for¬ 
mula, after which His Grace delivered one 
of those lucid and uncompromising ad¬ 
dresses which have done so much in this 
diocese to place " the laying on of hands ” 
before the Christian world, as one of "tho 
principles of the doctrine of Christ " as 8, 
Paul calls it,—and a principle too often 
forgotten or neglected. A very solemn and 
impressive feature of the service intro 
duced by the Archbishop is that of com 
mending the candidates to the silent pray 
ers of the congregation, immediately before 
(he laying on of hands There is some¬ 
thing peculiarly solemn in the bush and 
stillness of a large congregation. It seems 
like tho realization of the Psalmists words 
'* We wait for Thy loving kindness, O 
Lord, in the midst of Thy holy temple." 
This eloquent silence wa« broken by the 
strains of the “ Vein Creator," the most 
ancient hymn of invocation to the Holy 
Ghost in the Christian church. After this 
the candidates, kneeling in order before the 
Bishop, received tbe sacred rite, after which 
the service was brought to a conclusion 
with the closing prayers and Episcopal 
benediction. The procession left the 
church in reverse order, and on arriving in 
tlie basement the Bishop again addressed a 
few and kindly words to tbe young people 
before dismissing them to their homes. 
Xlio Archbishop expressed himself well 
L> eased with the arrangements and spoke 
of the class as one of the most intelligent 
which it has been his privilege to confirm. 
The form of service used on the occasion 
was printed in full and distributed as a 
leaflet amongst the congregation. Thu 
Archbishop has signified his intention of 
authorizing a permanent edition to be 
printed by the Napankk Exruzss and pub¬ 
lished bv tbe Brotherhood of 8. Andrew 
in the parish, and circulated for the use of 
the church in tho Dominion. Tho me¬ 
chanical work reflects great credit upon 
our local office.
